Preparation in Fuel Will 
Enable Constmers to 


Detect Leaks 





An odorant is being added t@ 
the gas served local people by 
the Southern Counties Gas com- 
pany as a protective measure, it 
was announced today by C. A. 
Rogers, district manager, who 
also told of plans for the con- 
struction of an odorizing plant 
at Riverside drive, Ontario. 


Started as aX experiment July; 


14, the plan of adding a strong 
odorant to the lines is proving 
satisfactory as a means of prompt- 
ly notifying consumers of a gas 
jet being on, without a flame 
burning, the official explained. 


Only part of the territory is} 


receiving the odorized gas, as 
the special plants are not suffic- 
ient at present to treat all the 
system, Mr. Rogers said. The 
Ontario plant will not be large, 
and within three weeeks it will be 
in operation, if present plans 
materialize. 

The odor given off by the es- 


‘caping gas is that of oil and was | 


described by Mr. Rogers as be- 
ing peculiar to gasoline refining 
plants. The odor cannot escape 
‘detection, the official explained 
with emphasis. 

The odorant is a special pre- 
paration, supplied by the Stand- 
ard Oil company. It is added 
to the gas line. 
| Throughout all the company’s 
‘system, the odorant is being
